Aur- 
rav strugeled but very slightly. bis neck baving 
evillently. been broken by the sbock, and the 
knot having struck directly under his left ear. 
He twicebed eligatly and drew up his feet, taru- 
ing them inward. Myers suffered terribly, bis 
vbreeet heaving aod his breathiog being pain- 
fully audiole to those present. The drop fell 
precisely at ten tninutes past 12.

TWO NEGROES AT AND NEAR MEMPHIS. 

Mruruts, Jan. 6.—Sheriff Anderson has com- 
pleted all the arrangements for the execution of 
Frank Scott and Bill Willams, both colored, to- 
morrow. The gallows for Scott's execution are 
arranged in the southwestern corner of the jail- 
yard, and plaiuly visiblo from the streets, and 
bas been gazed at by crowds of negroes all day. 
The execution will take place atl o'clock. At 
the same hour Bill Williams will be hung at Bart- 
lett Village. 12 miles ont, on the Louisville 
Railroad. Scott bas embraced the Roman Cath- 
olle religion, and is constantly attended by 
priests and Sisters. He maintains that he killed 
Phipps in self defence. Wiiliams is sullen and 
obstinate, aud arms hisinnocence. He seems 
more concerned about hie little farm, which he 
avers certain parties are trying to obtain. He 
nas beep baptized by a colored Baptist minister, 
bat seems to care little about religion.

CREAT BEND, KAN. 
THE BECENT TRAGEDY AT THAT POINT. 

Specrai Correspondence of The Clacage Tribune. 

‘Great Benp, Kan., Jan. 8.—About 8 o'clock 
last Thursday morning, this place was thrown 
into astate of wild excitement by the arrival in 
town of a wounded man, giving the name of 
George Marshall, who stated that he had been 
shot about 3 o'clock that morning, on the south 
side of the bridge over the Arkansas, just south 
of the city. The description he gave of the 
man who tot him answered that 
exactly of one William F. Alford, who left bere 
about four months ago, but was expected back 
that morning. A warrant was immediately 
sworn out by the wounded man and placed in 
the hands ot the Under-Sneriff, who, in company 
with the Sheriff-elect, proceeded to Alford’s 
place, about 14¢ miles south of town, where 
they found him, and forthwith brought him to 
towo. He at once bad a preliminary examina- 
tion before Justices Sells and Dodge. Jrdge 
Clayton appeared as Special Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, and was assisted by Judge Townsley. The 
prisoner was defended by 8. J. Day. He was 
bound over to the District Court, which meets 
in February, in the sum of 65,000; in default 
of which be was sent to jail. 

The facts in the case, ag appears by the 
testimovy, are about as follows: Marshall 
left, Franklin, Madison County, indiana, 
last Monday morning, for Obicago. On 
arriviog at Chicago, he took tbe cars 
for Kansas by the way of. Quincy. 
Soon afcer getting on the traia at Chicago, he 
beard the defendant. Alford, talking abont 
Manpeas; and, that being bis destivation, and 
being on his way to take land and settie, be com- 
menced a conversation iu reference to Kansas 
wita Alford, who represented do him (Marshall) 
that he was from Barton County; thas it was 
one of the finest couut:es in the State; that he 
— had considerable property there; that 
he had a conveyance, aud that, if he would; go 
with him bome, be would drive him out and 
show him the country. Marshall got on the 
train at Chicago without buying a ticket, aud 
when he paid nis fare, he took his pocset-book 
out, containing about €1,500,—being mostly in 
Ss and 10's, Alford sat sight in front 
of bim, looking at him when de 
paid his tare. They traveled, together 
till they arrived at thie place, Thursday 
morning about 2 o'clock. The train stopped on 
the switch. a littie east of the depot. while an- 
other train passed. Tue tram bad bardiy stop- 
ped on the switch before Alford and Marshall 
got off, and etaried for Alford's house. When 
they had crossed the Arkansas bridge, instead of 
taking Marsnall on the direct road to bis bouse, 
A ford led him along torough some tall swamp- 
grass.

BRISTOW’S HISTORY. 


Elis Career and Standing at Home. 
Correspondence Worcester Spy. 

LovisvitLe, Ky., Jan. 2.—Secretary Bristow is 
a Kentuckian by birth, and is bos in bis 44th 
year. Although not a politician in the accepted 
sense of the term, he has been prominent in the 
politics of lus native State since 1859, when 
one of the most exciting political contests known 
in the history of Kentucky politics occurred. 
The Democratic candidate for Governor at tuat 
time was the Hon. Beriah Magoffin. The 
Whig, or anti-Democratic candidate was 

e Hon. Joshua FT. Bell, the “silver 
tongued orator,” whose superior as a popular 
scump-speaker was not to be found in any State. 
Taking advantage of every poesible opportunity 
to gaiu the public favor, and to thwart the move- 
ment of the Democrats in tha sectional strife 
tuen raginz, Dell took his position as an advo- 
cate of adherence to the Died-Scott decision and 
Congressional protection to slaverv in the Ter- 
ritories. Although a Whig in principle, Mr. 
Bristow was not among the supporters of Mr. 
Bell. He declined to vote for tue Whig candi- 
date, the candidate of bis party, because of his 
extreme pro-siavery views. 

Two years later, at the breaking out of the 
War of the Rebellion, Bristow again came into 
public notice. Without desitatiug he promptly 
took sides for the Union, and at once entered 
the service as Lieutenant-Colonel of a Kentucky 
regimeoct, His record while io the army was 
an exceliont one. He was engaged inv the siege 
of Fort Dovaldson and the bat le of Shiloh, and 
distinguished himself in both engagements. 
Winle in gte service be was eleote 1 by the 
Uno peopie uf bis district to the Kentucky 
Senate, and as a member of that Lody he fear- 
le aly dofended the cause of the Union, never 
for an instant showiug the least indication of 
faltering. After his term of service iu the State 
Senate he was appointed Colonel of a cavalry 
regiment, and was with the troops who captured 
Morgan io Ohio. Iu 1360, without solicitatiou ou 
hia part, he was made District Attorney of the 
United States. Wie ju this office, he became 
distinguisned for the zea! and ability displayed in 
the enforcement of the revenue laws and the 
provisions of the Civil Rights bill, which was 
passed for the protection of the colored ople 
against the uumberless wrongs perpetrated upon 
them by Ku-Kiux marauders. Wheu tle office 
of Solicitor-General was created, be was selected 
for the position by the President. and the ability 
shown by him in that office is well known. 

After retiring from the o.lice of Solicitor-Gen- 
erai, he gave lus attention to his private law 
business as a member of the firm of Harlan & 
Bristow. Wheu be sas again called into the 
public service, as Secretary of the Treasury, bis 
superior judgment and rare executive ability 
brought him at once prominently before the peo- 
ple of the nation, aud forthe last eix months 
bis managewent of the affairs of the Depart- 
ment bas won the admiration of opponents as 
well as supporters. The result of his determina- 
tion to reform bis Department has naturally 
given great satisfaction. This is easily seen 
throughout the country, and particalarly in this 
city, where the number of Mr. Lristow's sup- 
porters ia by no means limited to the number 
of Republicans. They say of him that 
in ‘every position ho has held he has 
done his duty to the public in a 
manner which son the confidence and respect of 
ail. By men of all parties be is well ep okeu of, 
and it is a common remark of Democrats bere in 
Keotucky, If Bristow is nomivated I will vote 
foc bum, for I know he will do right.“ 

Of course the Republicans bere are anxious 
that the Republican party will select him as its 
candidate, while the Greelev element is almost 
sclid for him. Among the Bourbou-Democrats 
uo refused to eat crow in 1372, and they are 
numerous here, he bas many supporters. He 
has poritively taken no step for seif-advance- 
ment iu tue approaching contest, although urged 
so to do by many admirers, His friends claim 
that be has remained at his post in the Cabinet, 
not for a moment heeding the arguments ad- 
vanced by Conservatives that bis resignation 
pow will secure bis election next November. 

Mr. Bristow's fearless prosecution of the 
Whisky Ring bas disarmed the Democratic and 
anti-Administration cries of corrupdon with no 
attempt at reform, and it is generally conceded 
that as long as he retains his present posizion 
bad men will be removed as soon as found out, 
regardless of party pressure, and all corruption 
punished wherever d. scovered. He i recogo 
as a general reformer, who does not bosssfuliy 
hold up the fact o win plaudits. While bis 
chances for the Republican nomination are eon- 
sidered excelion:, his friends are not blind to 
the fact that there are other men who have

SENATOR MORRILL’S BILL 
RESU MPTIGN. 

Senator Mora, of Vetnont, is not, we 
assume, a candidate for the Presidency, and 
has, therefore, put aside pérsonal considera- 
tions and ad lressed himself to his duty asa 
legislator to do what may be possible in ad- 
justing the financial question. The act of 
the last Congress providing for specie-resump- 
tion by the Government thres years hence was 
inoperative without further legislation, and 
there has been no legislation proposed to 
carry out that law. Senator Morar has at 
least done his duty by introducing the bill 
published in Taz Tarsuns yesterday. 

It will be remembered tliat in 1870 Con- 
gress au horized the Secretary of the Treas 
ury to issue bonds of thre@ kinds,—five per 
cents, four and a half per cents, and four

same at par in coin, and with the proceeds 
take up outstanding six per cents. The 
amount of five per cents was limited to five 
hundred millions of dollars, all of which 
have been issued. There being no sale 
at par in coin for the other ‘bonds, none have 
been issued. Senator MonzwL now proposes 
by his bill that the Secretafy issue and sell 
at not less than par, in legal-tender 
notes the four or four and a half per cent 
bonds, — the legal-tender notes received in 
exchange for the bonds th be considered 
finally redeemed and to be canceled. The 
second section of the bill provides that all 
contracts made after the Ist bf January, 1878, 
shall be payable in the legal-tender of gold 
or silver unless otherwise provided in the 
contract, and that all National Banks shall be 
required to hold in coin, ag part of their re- 
serve, after January, 1877, one-fourth ; Jan- 
vary, 1878, one-half ; and after October, 1878, 
three-fourths. i 
To this bill as it stands we have two objec- 
tions, neither one of which applies to the 
object of the bill, but both to the details. In 
the first place, the rate of interest on the bonds 
is too high. A gold bond bearing 3} or 3.65 
per cent will find a ready market, and will be 
sought for in exchange of gteenbacks at their 
present value as rapidly as business can 
adaptitself to the change. The date fixed 
when legal-tender notes shall cease to be 
legal-tenders for new contracts is two years 
hence by the bill, daring which time that 
currency will be wanted in the payment of 
debts. 4 
The other objection is even more im- 
portant. The bill makes no distinction be- 
tween contracts made under the depreciated 
paper- money system and those made after 
January, 1878, under a coin standard. Has 
Senator MonktLL examined as to the amount 
of indebtedness created on a paper ba is? 
The present indebtedness, exclusive of. those 
municipal and railroxd and corporate debts 
which are payable, by contract, in gold, may 
be briefly stated in round numbers as follows:

All these debts were contracted on the basis 
of a currency worth, on an average, 80 to 85 
cents on the dollar, but for safety we will 
place it at 85 cents. Weare not unmindful 
of the fact that both parties to the contracts 
took the risk of the currency rising or falling 
in value before the time of payment, but that 
does not change the other and material fact, 
that, if these debtors. be summarily and arbi- 
trarily required to pay these debts in coin, 
they will have to pay 15 cents on the dollar 
for which they have received no considera- 
tion. We are fully aware that if the Govern- 
ment shall wait until everybody is out of 
debt in order to resume specie-payments 
without hurting anybody there never could 
be resumption ; but it does not follow that 
the Government must inflict an absolute in- 
justice of a thousand millions of dollars when 
resumption can be accomplished without do- 
ing so. Senator Mornixx practically accom- 
plishes the whole business of specie-resump- 
tion by fixing a day after which greenbacks 
shall cease to be a legal-tender. That places 


paper, and to do so by offering the public 
creditors a national bond, bearing reasonable 
interest, and having a long time to run, in 


be gratefully accepted by the creditors. Can 
this justice to the public creditors and this 
removal of stain from the national credit be 
accomplished without doing great injustice 
to the mass of the people, and without dis- 
turbing the relative interests and equities of 
creditors and debtors? We think it can be 
done without impairing the efficacy of Mr. 
Mogritu’s general measure. As we have 
said, a gold bond bearing 3} or 3.65 per cent 
interest will, especially after the Treasury 
notes cease to be légal-tenders in new con- 
contracts, absorb all the legal-tender paper in 


circulation. Assuming that the aggregate of

ments is this very contingency. The coun- 


try at large has no sympathy with the wild 
schemes of in@ation, but there are multitudes 
of honest’ and intelligent people, who have 


_contracted these thousands of millions of dol- 


lars payable in depreciated paper, who object 
to have this paper withdrawn and payment in 
coin required for debts contracted on an 85 cent 
paper basis; and, if the objection on the 
part of these millioas of people can be obvi- 
ated, then the resumption of specie pay- 
ments will have its present most earnest op- 
ponents become its warmest supporters. 

If Mr. Monat will ad] another section to 
his bill the providing that bonds issued in ex- 
change for legal-teader notes shall recite 
upon their face that they were issued in ro- 
demption of such notes, and that such bonds, 
for the legal term they have to run, shMl be 
a legal-tender in peyment of any debts for 
which the Treasury-notes themselves would 
be a legal-tendor, he would in no wise weaken 
or impair the efficacy of his bill, and at the 
same time preserve to the debtors owing five 
thousand millions of dollars the equities in 
payment which, without such provision, will 
be summarily destroyed. 

The diference in value in the payment of 
these five thousand millions of dollars of 
debts in the legal-tender ia which they were 
contracted and payment in coin, as must be 
done under Mr. Morzriu’s bill as it now 
stands, is practically a thousand millions of 
dollars, and to obliterate equities equal to 
‘such a vast amount, arbitrarily and unneces- 
sarily, is, in our judgment, unwise, and cal- 
culated to provoke a popular hostility to the 
whoe measure as will defeat not only that 
but all other measures of relief. 


“HURTING THE PATTY.” 

From time to time, and wi-h increasing 
frequency, we bear the suggestion made that 
the prosecution of the Whisky Ring is 
‘hurting the party,” and that unless Secretary 
Bristow lets up,” or is himself expelled 
from the Cabinet, the Republican organiza- 
tion will be brought to condign ruin. This 
suggestion invariably comes from some indi- 
vidual or newspaper organ that has been, or 
is likely to be, caught dabbling in ‘‘ crooked.” 
Such individual or organ in such s crisis nat- 
urally confounds himself or itsélf with the 
party, and imagines that if the Grand Jury 
finds an indictment in his particular case the 
millions of voters who constitute the Repub- 
hean party, and who have been swindled by 
the Whisky Ring, will forthwith be seized 
by a panic, stampede, and take refuge in the 
Democratic camp. 

Let us look for amoment at the ‘‘ rawness” 
of this position. It is admitted that the Gov- 
,» ernment has been defrauded of an enormous 
sum of money; that, toaccomplish this fraud, 
bribery and per jury have been employed to 
an unparalleled extent; that sworn officers of 
the Government have systematically betrayed 
their trusts ; that the frauds have already been 
l. I bare to a large extent and cannot be con- 
cealed even if concealment were desirable ; 
and that the question really involved is, 
whether the Government shall be allowed to 
collect any revenue hereafter except such 
amounts as rascally officials, acting in part- 
nership with manufacturers, cannot conven- 
iently steal. Upon this state of facts we are 
asked to, assume that the masses of 
the Republican party will be better 
pleased to have the Administration turn a 
short corner, hush up the whole matter as 
far as possible, turn out the officers whose 
honesty and vigilance have stopped the leaks 
in the Treasury, and advertise to the world 
that the whisky thieves are stronger than the 
Government, And when all this is done, it 
is expected that the American people will be 
so green that they will not see anything 
reprehensible in the transaction, or so enam- 
ored of crooked whisky that they will not 
condemn it! 

Even upon the low plane of party ex- 
pediency the bare statement of the case 
shows it to be a piece of gigantic foolery. 
Flanked on the one side by a Democratic 
Congress and on the other by a Grand Jury, 
the Whisky Ring is certain to be ground to 
powd r. The Republican party cannot 
avert the fate which Secretary Bristow has 
prepared for the dealers in crooked,” even 
if it would, and would not if it could. The 
credit of exposing the Ring and bringing 
them within the clutches of the law belongs 
to the Republican Administration and party, 
and, next to the veto of the Cur- 
rency Inflation bill, constitutes the chief 
triumph of Gen. Grant's second term of 
office. The determination to “let no guilty 
man escape has already become a national 
proverb; and to the extent that this de- 
termination is adhered to will the public 
award their continued confidence to the 
Administration and the Republican party. To 
the extent that it is departed from will that 
confidence be withdrawn, and rightfully so. 
The public mind is in a feverish condition 
regarding these frauds. The people are 
watching every step taken by every officer 
charged with the duty of administering jus- 
tice, and they, too, are determined to let no 
guilty man escape. To pause, to turn back, 
to drive out of the Cabinet an officer whose 
only offense is the vigorous and 
impartial discharge of his sworn duty, 
would be an irreparable party blun- 
der, the consequences of which we should 
not care to contemplate. The Domo- 
crats in Congress would then be fully justi- 
fled in taking up the investigation where the 
Republicans leave off, and that they would do 
so itis not necessary for us to intimate.

INDICTMENT OF MR. SCAMMON. 

The announcement that the Hon. J. X. 
Scammon bas been indicted by the United 
States Grand Jury for the misappropriation 
of the funds of the Mechanics’ National Bank, 
of which he was formerly President, will be 
at once a surprise aud a shock to the com- 
munity. Mr. Scamwon, it will be remem- 
bered, was President of the Marine Bank, a 
private banking institution, at the same time 
he was President of the Me¢hanics’ National 
Bank. The indictments fonnd against are 
based (1) on the charge that he used $128,000 
of the money of the Mechanics’ National 
Bank for the benefit of the Marine Company, 
and (2) on the charge that he employed 
$47,000 of the Mechanics’ National Bank 
funds to pay off personal indebtédness to the 
Metropolitan National Bank of New York. 
Josepn 8. Rerp, Mr. Scaxwox’s son-in-law 
and former cashier of the bank, is jointly 
indicted with Mr. Scamaon on these two in- 
dictments; and, in addition to these, two 
other indictments are found against Mr. 
Axxp for having in other ¢ases unlawfully 
loaned the bank funds to himself. The 
United States law under which these indict- 
ments are found is as follows: 

Every President, Director, Caster, teller, clerk, or 
ug ut of any association (Nation$! Bank), who em- 
bezzles, abstracts, or wilfully misapplics any of the 
moneys, funds, or credits of the so iation ; or who, 
without authority fromm the Directors, issues or puts 
n circulation any of the notes af the assotiation ; or 
who, without such auth rity, issués or puts forth any 
certificate of deposit, draws any er ler or bill of ex- 


change. makes any acceptance, aesigns any uote, cond, 


draft, or bill of exchange, mortg»gé, judgment, or de- 
cree; or who makes any false entty in any book, ro- 
port, or statemen of the association, with intent in 
either oe to injure or defraud the ciation, or 
any other company, body, put lie or corporate, or any 
individual }ereon, or to deceive amy officer of the as 
sociation, or any agent appointed fo examine the af- 
fairs of any such association; and every person who 
with like intent aids or abets any officer, clerk, or agent 
n any violation of this section, s l be deemed guilty 
ofa misdemeanor, and shall be imprisoned not leas 
than five years nor more than ten, 

Notwithstandiog the very general impres- 
sion that prevailed two or three years ago 
that the affairs of the Mechanics’ National 
and Marine Company's Banks were inextric- 
ably mixed up, there will be a very general 
indisposition in this community to believe 
that Mr. Scamwmowy has willfully, and intention- 
ally, and unlawfully used the funds of the 
former for the benefit of thé latter and for 
himself. He has been pursaéd by more than 
his share of misfortunes for a few years 
back. Before the fire of 1871 he wag a man 
of great wealth, which he used with excep- 
tional liberality in all literary, scientific, re- 
ligious, charitable, and public enterprises. 
The fire and the panic, together with his am- 
bition to do more than his proportion in the 
work of rebuilding the city, betrayed him 
into losses from which he will probably never 
recover, and which have left him, his friends 
say, practically bankrupt. He is entitled, 
therefore, both from a personal and public 
point of view, to every consideration, and he 
must be held guiltless of the serious | charge 
against him until it is proved to the satisfac- 
tion of a jury of his countrymen. 

In the course of his extensive and varied 
business connections and public enterprises, 
Mr. Scammon has made some bitter personal 
enemies. If the prosecution in this case 
shall not be followed by others against offi- 
cers of other National Banks ‘whose conduct 
has justified graver suspicions against them 
than have ever been entertained against Mr. 
Scammon, then there will be reason to believe 
that in this case it has been prompted by per- 
sonal malice.. If, on the other hand, this in- 
dictment is the inauguration of a general 
movement on the part of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, like that against the whisky men, 
then, while we still hope that Mr. Scaswon 
may be proved innocent, we also hope that 
the prosecution will be so Vigorous in all 
cases that the officers of National Banks will 
feel and know it to be perilous in futare to 
ignore and violate the National Banking law 
to the injury of stockholders or depositors. 


DEMOCRATIC CONSISTENCY. 

The consistency of the Democratie mem- 
bers in the House of Representatives is 
brought out in a very strong light by the 
proceedings on Wednesday last. One of the 
first acts of the dominant party in the House 
was to bundle out of doors tle one-armed 
and one- legged soldiers who had been guilty 
of fighting for their country in the War of 
the Rebellion, and giving their places to Con- 
federate soldiers who had been guilty of 
fighting against the nation, and the work was 
made so complete that even colored women 
were expelled from menigl positions to make 
room for Confederate widows. As time went 
on; however, they discovered that they had 
gone too far in their subserviency towards 
the South. As a matter of relief for them, 
Mr. Cason (Republican), from Indiana, pre- 
sented a resolution declaring that wounded 
Union soldiers deserved well of their country 
and should be given preference of employ- 
ment in all branches of Government service. 
This set forth a principle, and, as the Demo- 
crats are strong on principle and did not 
dare to go on the record as opposed to this 
particular principle, they voted for it without 
suspecting the logical result that was to 
follow. They had indorsed a principle and 
put on reeord their belief in its justice and 
truth. Having committed them thus far,

THE STATE BOARD ADDITION TO THE A8. 
SESSMENT. 


Though Mr. Drnicxson and Mr. Burpick 
have clearly pointed, out the causes of our 
unequal and wretched system of assessment 
and taxation, there are numerous persons 
who insist that the excessive taxation is 
largely due to the 52 per cent added to the 
valuation of personal property in this county 
by the State Board of Equalization. At va- 
rious public meetings it has been proposed 
to appaal to the courts to set aside the whole 
tax, because of this action of the State 
Board. 7 

Let us explain again, for the gencral in- 
formation, that the dddition of 52 percent to 
the valuation of the property has in no wise in- 
creased the general amount of tax to be 
collected for city and county purposes, nor 
has it increased the relative proportion of 
any person’s personal tax for those pur- 
poses. 

The Common Council certified a gross sum 
of revenue which was to he raised by taxa- 
tion for city purposes. The County Com- 
missioners certified a gross sum to be raised 
by taxation for county purposes. (The State 
tax is hardly a tenth of thé whole.) The 
County Clerk then ascertained a specific 
rate of tax, which upon the valuation would 
produce these gross sums. It will be seen, 
therefore, that when gross sums were to be 
raised, the addition of 52 per cent to the 
valuation had no other effect than to reduce 
the rate per cent of tax; had not the valua- 
tion been increased, the rate of tax would 
have been one-third greater on the original 
valuation. 

The 52 per cent had the effect of increasing 
the amount of tax on personal property for 
State purposes to a slight amount. The 
whole valuation of property in the city 
was $171,000,000, and the rate for State 
tax was 3 mills, producing $513,000 revenue 
on all the property in the city. The addition 
to the valuation was about $57,000,000, mak- 
ing an increase of $171,000 in the State tax 
collected from all the property in the city. 
The whole State tax from personal property 
in the city is about $135,000, of which sum 
about one-third, or $45,000, is due to the ad- 
dition of the 52 per cent added to the valua- 
tion by the State Board. The complaint of 
excessive taxation on personal property ‘is 
mainly confined to the South Division. The 
entire personal tax for State purposes in the 
South Division is less than $100,000, of which 
about $30,000 is due to the action of the 
State Board. This $30,000 is distributed 
among about 20,000 tax-payers owning prob- 
ably not less than $100,000,000 of personal 
property. The injustice wrought by the ac- 
tion of the State Board is therefore in the ag- 
gregate but a very small sum comparatively, 
and, when brought down to individuals, be- 
comes insignificant. 

The new city charter limits the rate of tax- 
ation for city purposes to 3 per cent on the 
total valuation. Had not the valuation of 
property in this county been increased 52 per 
cent, there would not have been a taxable 
value nearly sufficient, even at 3 per cent, to, 
produce the revenue necessary to meet the 
appropriations previously made by the City 
Council. 


Gov. Tubus message to the New York 
Legislature shows that the decrease in the 
canal tolls for the past season was not ac- 
companied by a corresponding decrease in 
the administration thereof, but secured only 
at the cost of the State. The falling-off in 
tolls for the year was $1,021,977, and the ex- 
penditures were $335,044 in excess of the 
receipts; but this included expenditures 
which Gov. Torx characterizes as extraor- 
dinary. The ordinary expenditures would 
have left an excess of $638,268 over ordinary 
repairs. Gov. T1LpEN very properly declines 
to recommend any increase of tolis to meet 
this deficiency, but insists upon a more 
economical administration of the canal ser- 


vice. The Legislature may proceed, under 


the authority of the constitutional amend- 
ment adopted a few months ago in New 
York, to sell the lateral canals which are and 
always have been a drag and an expense 


to the State, and, if it properly improves the 


opportunity thus given, it may render the 
canals profitable at the rate of tolls main- 
tained during the past season, and even- 
tually reduce them still lower. To 
do this, however, it will be nec. 
essary to divest the management of 
the canals of the last vestige of the old 
corrupt ring, and introduce a system which 
shall cnt off the indolence and thieving that 
have heretofore prevailed. It must also in- 
trust. the revision of the existing contracts 
for extra work into the hands of other men 
than those who have supervised it during the 
past year. One thing is certain: It will be 
fatal to the commercial interests of the State, 
and particularly of New York City, to restore 
the tolls to anything like their former ertor- 
tion. The Legislature can better afford to 
weed out the corruptionists. 


We insist again that it would have been an 
improvement on the present assessment of 
personal property in the South Division if 
the old pian of lottery-drawing had been 
adopted, and a blindfolded boy stationed at 
one wheel containing names and another 
blindfolded boy stationed at another wheel 
containing amounts, drawing out tickets sim- 
ultaneously, and accrediting each amount 
drawn to each name drawn. There could 
scarcely have been such glaring discrepancies 
and inequalities had this course been pursued. 
Every day contributes new and more out- 
rageous evidences of carelessness or corrup- 
tion, and probably of both. To take a run- 
ning list of the valuations last year and this, 
one firm was reduced a half; the next two 
pay nothing; the next has only two-thirds as 
much; the next is reduced $1,000; the next 
pays nothing who paid $20,000 the year be- 
fore; the next is doubled; the next reduced 
from $5,000 to $500 ; the next, who had paid 
on $33,600 in 1874, has nothing to pay this 
year, and so with another who had paid on 
$40,000 last year and who pays nothing 


now; the next man had only $100 last year 
and $2,000 this year; one who paid on only 
$1,500 in 1874 now pays on $31,500, and 
another who paid on $3,000 has been run up 
to $23,200. It would be impossible to con- 
cive of greater inequality than the assessment- 
rolls furnish wherever they are opened. 
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Ex- Gov. Drx delivered a lecture on our so- 
cial and political defects before a large audi- 
ence in New York City last Monday night. 
The chief defects he pointed out were polit- 
ical patronage; the election of the judiciary ; 
lax divorce laws; failure of the educational 
classes to vote; escape of great criminals ; 
the intrusion of the sectarian question into 
our public schools; and the attacks upon 
Christianity. These he considers to be grave 
defects, but he finds remedies for them all. 
Civil-Service Keform would cure the evils of 
political patronage ; calm reflection must per- 
suade the people to abandon the degrading 
practice of selecting Judges by the caucus; a 
revision of our statutes would do away with 
the lax divorce that is corrupting the family, 
the basis of the State; disfranchising a man 
who fails to vote for two successive years 
would stop the criminal neglect of the suf- 
trage; a stern and upright execution of the 
laws would prevent the recurrence of cases 
like that of Twrep; and a healthy public 
sentiment must be depended upon to protect 
the public schools and revive the spirit of 
Christianity. All these suggestions amount 
to saying that the average man must be made 
more virtuous. This is not impossible, but 
it must be brought about, if at all, by a vast 
amount of pers.stent educational effort. 


THE DAILY PRODUOB MOVEMENT. 


The dally movement of produce, and some 
Other articles of general merchandise, is re- 
ported to the Chicago Board of Trade from the 
Custom-House and the offices of the differect 
rulroads which have their termioi in thie city. 
A part of the annual assessments made upon 
the members of the Board is paid out for the 
collection and compilation of these s:atistics, 
which are supposed to be furnished for the in- 
formation of 52 members, and through them 


of the entire ness community. It is gener- 
ally admitted that the value of this informacion 
largely depends upon the promptitads with 
which it ia furnished to the parties who use it. 

The daily statement of receipts and ship- 
ments compiled by che assistants of the Seere- 
tary is generally posted on the bulletin-board 
about 11 o’ciock in the morning; it is often 
later than that. At 11 o’c.ock the members 
have been trading an hour and a baif, no small 
pait of the business being based upon their un- 
derstanding in regard to the volume of the re- 
ceipts and shipments of the previous day. Their 
ideas on this point bave bitherto been 
gained from slips pavlisaed by the proprietors 
of two commercial circuiars and distributed 
wilhoul charge, even for the cost of the paper on 
which they are priuted. These unodicial state- 
ments are not only referred to bete, but, are 
telegraphed all over the country, and ogders to 
seil immense quantities of produce are sent in 
and filled, long before the bulletia is posted. 

Tue value of the lictle slips of paper contain- 

these figures is incalculable. Bat it is un- 
fortunate for the publishers thereof that their 
figures have not always agreed with those alter- 
wards appearing on the bulletin board, and still 
more unfortunate for them that their figures 
have been afterwarda found to be nearer the 
truth than those posted as official. Of course, 
that would vever do, and must be stopped. Ac- 
cordingly we fiod that an arrangement has been 
entered into by which the figures caunot be ob- 
tained from the railroad offices, except on the 
payment of sums which are out of the question 
under the circumstances ; and the publishers of 
these slips are informed that they may not use 
the Board of Trade figures, though such use 
need acarcely delay the official posting an m- 
stant. 

This ukase istinderst601 to have been issned 
by the. Secretary of the Board of Trade. We 
know oot uf the Directors were previously con- 
suited in the matter, but presume they were 
not. The Directors are men of business, and 
interested iu obtaining the imforma:ion at the 
earliest practicable moment, while their duty to 
their constituents requires that those constitu- 
ents shall also besapplied with as iittle expendi- 
ture of red tape and as little loss of time as 
possible. Under the circumstances, we scascely 
think that the Directors will sustain Mr. Rax- 
DOLPu, especially as tbe publishers of the slips 
refe:red to are members of the Board of Trade, 
and have the right to insist on seeing the figures. 
The Diroctors will please the Board if they order 
that fag to be hauled dowa at an early moment. 


For some past there has been a considerable 
falling-off in German emigtation, and it has been 
& very general query what bas become of it. A 
Paris dispatch of the 20th throws some light 
upon the subject. It says: “* Since 1871 Berlin 
bas increased 16.7 per cent, numbering 964,755 
inhabitants; Hamburg has 335,859, an increase 
of 13.83 per cent; Bresian, 287,398, an increase of 
153¢ per cent; Leipsic, 126,412, or 18 per cent ; 
Hanover, 126,000, or 2.7 per cent ; Konigsberg, 
119,127, or pearly 10 per cent; Dresden, 106, 378. 
or 19 per cent; Praokfort, 103,231, or 13 per 
ceot; Stuttgart, 107,555, or 17.4 per cent; and 
Strasburg, 94,257, an increase of 8,728.” This 
great increase of municipal populations has 
taken piace since the organizatiou of the Em- 
pire, and shows that the rural population which 
has been accustomed to drift towards this coun- 
try bas veen attracted towards the large German 
cities by their iccrease ip weaith and prosperity, 
and the developments of the various de;:a:t- 
ments of labor. This remarkable munieipa 
growth is one of the most cheering indications 
of the success of the present administration.

Golsen's transactions and with the business car- 
ried on by him is willing to testify that his daily 
receipts were not far from 350 barrels, and of 
this oulv a mall part ever paid the Government 
tax. When it is considered that the larger dis- 
tilleries of Chicago produce from tifty to seventy- 
five barrels a day, and that there were 
at that time eight or ten places 
running crooked, it is easy to be seen 
that the estimate of 350 barrels a day is not too 
large. If the working dave in the montn be 
counted at twenty+s1x it will be seen that every 
month Go sen received over 
9,000 BARRELS OF CROOKED SPIRITS, 
and put the eame upon the market. These fig- 
ures may appear large to those not familiar with 
the business, but men conversant with the trade 
will acknowledge that they are probably very 
wear correct. ‘Tho average barrel of spirits. 
ae it comes from the distiller, contains 
about 78 taxable gallons. This would give 702.- 
000 as the reeeipts for a month for Mr. Golsen’s 
bouse alone, and an employe of that es- 
tabliahment, who will go upon the 
stand when required, will testify that these 
figures are not too low. Seven hundred thou- 
sand gallons in round numbers, if they give the 
average profit of 20 cents, would indicate that 
Mr. Golsen mugt have laid up for a rainy day

known fact that every person who deals in

Cook, who basa keen eye for the crooked of 
every description, hereuron picked up a single 
bottle lying in another cuss ~which did not show 
the requisite green picture. Four cases of un- 
stamped Angostura bitters, which are used for 
ecektails, were also foand at this establishment. 
The oflicers ordered the bitters not to be tam- 
pered with, told tho firm to see Gen. Webster, 
and then went forth again.

Fifth avenue. Here three very excitable French- 
men were found, sho recognized Mr. Plimpton 
as an old enemy, and were a little mdisposed to 
submit to offictal inspection, No bitters was 
fouod bere, Lut the lynx-eyed Deputy Collector 
espied a half-barre! of gia bearing an obliterated 
stamp. This was of course seized. much to the 
disgust of the firm, who had innumerable aud 
contradictory explanations to make, and who 
tried to intimidate the officers with French bul- 
lingsgate. This dodge did not work well, how- 
ever, and before leaving Mr. P/impton had satis- 
fied them that noise ani bluff wouldn't mend 
matters. 

The establishment of

Madison street, was next subjected to scrutiny. 
One case of uustamped Boouekamp was found. 
Mr. Shimpferman had the same excuse to make 
as the others but he also stated that the stamps 
were placed in a case when sold aud the buyer 
charged for them. It was not his custom. he 
avowed, to send out anything of the sort un- 
stamped. To show thatthe single bottles all 
bore stamps, Mr. Shimpferman spent some time 
in hunting up one.

It s the intention of the Department to ferret 
out all offenders in this hue, but the game will 
undoubtedly be scared by yesterday's seizure, 
An unusual demand for stamps may be pre- 
pared for to-day. 

The law provides that all proprietary com- 
pounds like the bitters in question shall be 
stamped as soon as offered for sale, and in cases 
Uke that of Mr. Claussemus it was the duty of 
the owner of the goods to stamp them as soon 
as taken out of boud. 


ALDERMANIC CAUGERS. 
HILDRETH. 


It is quite rare that a man has good or bad 
luck enough to get into two Ringsat one and 
the same time, and make money oat of both. It 
would appear from the developments lately made 
that the most demonstrative member of the 
Common Council was lacky enough to be, at one 
and the same time, a Gauger and an Alderman, 
with all that the names imply. Hildreth was 
not noted for extraordinary elliciency as 
a Gauger, because he was more in the 
habit of slighting things than of doing them, 
and to bim the business of running the City of 
Chicago appeared much more important than 
that of measuring the quauzity of whisky in 
certain barrels. It was generally said of Hil- 
dreth that he was the 

LAZIEST GAUGER 

that was ever on the force, and it 1s to be noted 
in this connection that before he was a Gauger 
at the [liinois Distillery Company's place 
they got slong with two men, but after 
he weut there they bad to have three. 
two to do the work, and one to attend 
the committee meetings of the Common Coun- 
cil. Nevertheless, it appears that Hildreth, 
with the natural capacity of an Alderman, suc- 
ceeded in getting pretty weil muddied with the 
doiags of the Ring which came under bis obser- 
vation. It is au oped secret that be will go be- 
fore the Grand Jury and explain the crooked 
workings of the distilleries at which he was a 
lounger, aod will perhaps be able to show where 
some of the money contributed by the 
distillers went. It has been often alleged that 
Hildreth was tho sub-tteasme of the Ring, 
and that he visited certam of the distillers and 
rectifiers, and collected tbe assesemen'‘s and de- 
livered tlem over to the treasuer, but this is 
not true. 

It would appear proper to hint to Mr. Hildreth 
io tbis connection thet while his testimony may 
be valuabie to the Goverument, aud while it 
may effect some couviciions that could nos 
otherwise be had, still the good of the city 
would be subserved if he would omit to say what 
he knows about the Whisky Ring, and give fall 
publicity to the doiugs of the Council Ling.

DISCRIMINATIONS, 

The Board of Trade Committee to investigate 
the discriminations made by tbe raiirvads 
against the city met again yesterday morning at 
half-past 9 o'clock, pursuant to adjournment, 
Mr. E. B. Stevens in tue char, and Mr. W. T.

Milwaukee, Peoria, Baltim re, ana, in fact. 
nearly every other city in the Union, has gained 
largely, while our city bas gone back. And all 
these in spite of extraordivary inducements to

bring the business bere. There were 
several corners that brought up 
the price of grain. Lake rates were 


never 82 low before. The people of Chicago 
mast wake up and find some’ remedy by which 
the railroads can be stopped from turning the 
trade from this civy, or else Chicago would ulti- 
mately become a way station. 

The Chairman said that the great hope of 
Chicago was that the shippers would make it 
the great Western storehouse during the winter 
months, and retuee to ship unlees the railroads 
made fair aod equitable rates.

Messrs. Pope and Warren fully agreed with 
Mr. Stevens, and beli¢ved that much could be 
gained by storing grain until the opening of 
naviyation, unless the railroads made fair rates. 
After some futtber informal talk the meet ng 
adjourped until half-past 9 o'clock this mot ning.

The facts 
are thas I.went first to Mr. Hibbard, a member 
of the Board, and stated my intention to resign.

THE GRAND JURY. 

Tne Grand Jury held a short session yesterday 
morning. Against other indictments found was 
one against John R. Houlsby. for perjury. 
Houlsby applied tothe Court Wednesday and 
made affidavit to the owvership of certain prop- 
erty in order to be accepted as bondsman for one 
Harris, who is said to be an vid Penitentiary 
bird, now confined in Jail. It turns out that he 
did not own the proporty, but that it was 
owned by G. N. Bicaerdyke. The discovery 
was made by James M. Dorle, of 
the Criminal Clerk’s office, by an examination of 
the records and having an officer visit the prop- 
erty. Houlsby was arrested on the charge of 
perjury in advance of the indiciment : being 
found, and while he was waiting in the Criminal 
Court for the approval of the fraudulent bond. 
It is expected that the jury will complete its la- 
bors and adjourn to-morrow morning, unless it 
concludes to visit the Insane Asylum to do over 
again the work of the last jury. 

ANOTHER JAIL ESCAPE, 

Another jail escape is to be chronicled, but in 
the language of the Jail authorities, it ought 
not to go into print.” The fortunate fellow is. 
ons John Wagner, bailing from Lake View, and 
his crime this time was taking undue privileges 
at nigat in a neighbor's house. He was nota 
stranger to prison life, aod hence bad no relish 
for the 30-cent food with which he was being 
fed during a six-months’ sentence. He 
was a German, and Madden’s saccessor in 
kitchen-work. Yesterday, while engaged in pre- 
pariog dinner for lis fellow prisoners, he was 
suddeniy seized with the stomach-ache, which 
was followed with sickness. He was kindly in- 
vited to go into the Jail vard. and, aceepiiug the 
invitation, bas not been heard of since. The 
escapes from the Jail are. becoming entirely too 
frequent, and wouid seem to point to criminal 
negligence on the part of the management 
as the cause. While the Sherif? mav have the 
right to turn the labor of his prisoners to bis 
own personal profit by emploviog them in the 
kitchen, bis experience in that direction ought 
to raise in his mind a doubt about the policy of 
such a practice. It would seem to the public 
that since he reaps a profit of not less thaa 15 to 
20 cents a day on every prisoner he feeds , that 
he could afford to pav for the labor of cooking, 
or if a prisover must assist, that he could hire 
some one to watch him and prevent his escaping.

The Central Station police yesterday arres‘ed 
aman named Robert King, who is wanted in 
Dubuque, Is., for the double crime of larceny 
and seduction. Ons preliminary examination 
he had been held in 61.00 bail, which he 
jumped. Some weeks ago the Dubuque Sheriff 
was in this city, and left so close a description of 
the man that he was readily found. 

W. B. Field, a letter carrier having rooms in 
the Union Building, was yesterday robbed of 
some ciothing and 2 diamond pin valued at 
$350. Returning to his room be found two 
strange men leaving it, and grappling ove of 
them caused him to drop a bundle of clothing. 
The thief thea bolted down the stairs, and it was 
gome time afterwards before Field recoilected 
that be bad his overcoat on. 

Marv Dooling, Mary Hines, and Catherine and 
Michael Flynn live in a hovel oo Fourih avenue, 
south of Twelfth street, that has neither beds, 
chairs, nor tables,—naught but a pallet of straw 
in each corner. Yesterday, Mary Dooling got 
drunk, and, accusing the Fiynua of stealing 22 
from ber, began punching them. A free fight 
ensued, when they were all t:undled off to che 
Armory and sent to the House of Correction. 


Jacob Kaiser was the owner of a check drawn 
by a man unknown on a bank where the man 
had no credit whatever. Notwithstanding this, 
Jacob obtained goods from Sebastian Frei to the 
value of $52, and all on the streagth of the 
check. Frei had him arrested for gery, but 
Justice DeWolf saw “obtaining goods under 
false pretenses” on the face of it, and beid 
Kaiser in bonds of $30) to the Criminal Court. 

COUNTERFEITING. 

Monday last, L. J. Clark eatered a complaint 
against one J. Smith before Commissioner 
Hoyne, charging bim with passing two $1) 
counterfeit bills upon bim. At a continued 
beariug of the case Wednesday, the evidence 
was, as already related, of a oharaocter to cast 
unpleasant suspicions upon the complaining 
witness, and the Commussioner’s finding was 
that he be held in $1,200 bail to answer, while 
deteudant was allowed to go on his own 
recognizance. Not being able to furnish 
bail, Clark was committed to jail, and after one 
night’s rest in that popular place of entertain- 
ment be became sad at beart, and yesterday 
morning sent word to the Commissioner that he 
had sworn to a lie, aod if be were given another 
ohance would toli the whole teuth. The obliging 
magi gave bim the needed oppor- 
tunity, aod yesterday afternoon he was 
heard as 8 witness against three men 
named Matthew Bulger, Michael Butler, and 
James Buras. The © waa that of conspira- 
cy, and the testimony of witness went to show 
that he conspired with them to pass the bad 
bills, and afterwards they agreed to swear the 
mstter off on Smitb, who was in roatity inno- 
cent of the whole matter. 

Having !aid open the whole plot from begin- 
ning to end, the wittess declared taat he 
felt. easier. This canaot de said to be 
true of the thiee respoodeuts, who were beld to 
answer the action of the Grand Jury. Bulger's 
bail was fixed at $2,000 ; Butler's at $2,000, and 
Burns’ at $4,000. Tae last two named are al- 
ready under indictment. and were out on’ bail 
when arrested. They are kaown in the south- 
western portion of the city as about as bad citi- 
zens as can be found auywhere. Fifteen coua- 
terfeit $10-billa have already been traced to 
them, and their chance for applying to Gov. 
Beveridge for a pardon is excellent. 

The case took an added interest from the fact 
that Coffee was engaged as counsel for the 
defense, aod carried into the presence of the 
horrified Phil the tactics of the Police Court. 


A CLOSE CALL, 

While Officer Ebinger, of the Madison Street 
Station, was patroling his beat at abou: 7 o’clock 
last evening. he noticed a horse and wagon 
standing in front of Foley's saloon, on Canal 
street, near Jackson, w be at once recog- 
nized as belonging to his cousin, William Gif- 
ford. Thioking it strange that Wiliam was out 
at that time in tue evening, he laid ia 
wait until two young men came out of 
the saloon and entered the wagon. He 
then approached them, when one jumped 
and ran. He grabbed the otber just as he was 
rising from the seat, aod synultaneousis the 
scamp pulled a revolver and fired. Accidentally 
the bali missed its mark by a quarter of an 
inch, peuetrating the officer’s coat diagonaliy 
down from the star on his left breast. He 
wrenched the weapon from the reckiess would-be 
murderer and drove to the station with his man, 
who gave the name of Jobn Dwyer. Inthe 
wagon were found 6,000 ciga:s, which were easi- 
ly ideutiſled as a part of the 7.000 stolen from 
the factory of Matthias Leaf. of 119 Adams street. 
on the previous night. How the men came ia 
possession of Gifford’s wagon is a mystery. 

SUPPOSED POISONING. 

A man named Joba Riordan died suddenly at 
his residence, No. 45 Mary street, last Wedoes- 
day night. under oircumstauces that seem to in- 
dicate a successful attempt at poisoning. The 
cheap salooos that infest the locality, well known 
uoder the soubriquet of Bridgeport, rarely have 
on band more than a quart of uguor at any time. 
This is supplied to them chiefly by ped- 
ders, who, owing to the wickedness 
of Bridgoport’s inhabitants, are greatly 
troubied with the depredations of young thieves, 
who prey upon their goods while they are sup- 
plying their trade. ‘heir thefts have so mucn 
aunoyed the peddlers that frequent threats have 
been made by thym to fx tne thieves by 
mixing some violent purgative with the liquor. 

In the case of Riordan, his death was at- 
tributed at once to bis having drank some liquor 
that had been poisoved. At about 6 o’clock he 
was noticed in a doorway at the corner of 
Archer ayenue and Mary street, helping 
a comrade to drink a bottle of liquor, 
The jug and the bottle from which they drauk 
were found at Riordan’s house. A little inveati- 
gation by the police unearthed the facts that a 
youth named Michael O'Grady shared the liquor 
with Riordan. A visit to his residence, No. 560

Archer avenue followed. and the young man was 


found io great agony, just haviog been pumped 
out by Dr. Grogan. Yesterday afternoon 
another young man named Edward Hartnett re- 
ported that be too was taken violentiy ill from 
drinking cut of the jug. 

O Grady refuses to speak about the occur- 
rence, and will not even tell where he. procured 
the liquor. The polios suppose it was stin 
from some peddler’s wagou, but no proof of ibis 
exists. At any rate, Riordan was dead in two 
avd a half hours from tne time he drank the 
liquor, and the others were seriously il. The 
jug and toe bottle would contain enough to kill 
auy three men, and as each is drained 
it would look as if Riordan'’s death 
was caused by excessive drinking, and were 
it not for the iliness of the other two men this 
would seem the only reasonable conc! The 
entire affair is thus far a mystery. The inquest 
will be held to-day, aod may possibly develop 
something, a6 the police are hard at work on the 
case. The deceased was about 41 years of age. 
and leaves a wife and family in humble circum- 
stances,

The Latest Event in Its Troubled 
Existence. 


Indictment of J. v. Scammon and 
| J. S. Reed. 


They Are Charged with M'sappropriat- 
ing the Funds of the Iasti- 
tution. 


— — 


Tho Amounts Alleged to Have Deen 
Taken by Tis Officers. 


The lightning which 7 tbreatening 
some unknown parties in t city for a long 
time back seems to bave struck in an unez- 
pected place yesterday, for tbe Graud Jary ip 
the United States District Court yesterday morn- 
ing returned ioto Court four indictments, two 
against Joseph Sampson Reed, formerly Cash er 
of the Mechanics’ Natioval Bank, aud two against 
Reed and the Hon. J. I. Scammon, who was 
President of the same bank at the time Reed 


was Cashier. 

From what has been unearthed during the 
past two years in copnection with Mr. Scammou's 
connections with the Mutual Security Insurance 
Cempany, now in benkruptcy, with the Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank, now in voluntary liquidation. 
with the Marine Company, also defunct, and with 
other corporations, it seems that Scammon for 
about seven years bad nearly the full control of 
the Mechanics’ National Bank. He was aided 
and assisted by his sov-in law, Joseph 8. Reed, 
and, az is charged by a bill filed last Septemoer 
by Heory Lightner, tuev mauaged affairs after 
their own liking. Scammon, it is allege l, rau up 
debts to the amount cf over $425,000, which are 
charged to his account on the books of the bauk, 
and Keea was allowed to withdraw about $70,000, 
and iovest it as he pleased, for which he gave 
little or vo security. Mr. Scammon also seems 
to bave at one time bought some valuable prop- 
erty for his wife, which was paid for by being 
charged to her. The Marine Compapy, also, 
another banking institution uuder Mr. Scam- 
mon's control, was drawn in, and accounts 
changed from one to another, according to the 
respective needs of each institution, until both 
succumbed. 

THE METROPOLITAN NATIONAL BANK 

of New Lek also seems to have suffered from 
the injudicious sécuricies taken by Mr. Scammon 
and turned over to it, and is lamenting the loss 
of about $120,000. Its President, however, 
stated some time ago that he thoight tue. bank 
would uot suffer auy loss, as it had Mr. Scam- 
mon's guarantee. 

The parties who have been instrumental in 
procuring these indictments against Mesers. 
Scammon and Reed aro witoout doubt the stock- 
holders and depositors. who find themselves by 
their unlimited trust now deprivedof their 
earnings, or made liable for debts aad losses 
which were unnecessary. 

The charges on which these indictments are 
based are exactiy the same as those set forth in 
Lightoer’s bill filed in the Circuit Court last 
year, the only difference being that the allega- 
tions are a little more specific in the civil than 
ia the crimimal proceedings. It is told in tae 
former, for instance, how the money alleged to 
have been fraudulently taken from the bank was 
1 iu Riverside stock and in various 
other wild and unsuccessful speculations. There 
has been so much literature in the papers 
during the last two years relative to Mr. 
Scammon and Mr. Reed. and to the affairs 
of the Mortgage Company, Riverside, the 
Electric Match Company, the Briggs 
House, the Oonnecticut Mutual Life Company, 
and a number of other instilations, that it would 
be surprising if the present suit adds anything 
new upon the subject. The factis that the 
suitors in the civil proceeding have made up 
their minds probably that they will be unable to 
obtain much, if anything, and have therefore 
resorted to the Criminal Court to see if they can 
expedite matters. Neither Mr. Scammon nor 
Mr. Reed were arrested yesterday, and it is 
probably in view of the small bail tha: no effort 
will be made to do go. They will both appear 
to-day and surreaJder themselves. 

A reporter called yesterday evening at Mr. 
Reed’s house, but, as was thecase during the four 
or five other actions, when a reporter bas called 
2780 a bill, he was invis- 
ible. 

Out of the quartet of indictments the first 
one picked up was found to be against 

JOSEPH SAMPSON BEED, 

and tho allegations were that he was Cashier of 
the Mechanics’ National Bank as of date Jan. 
22, 1874; that he had at thas time in bis 
custody and control by virtue of his office money, 
funds, and credit of the value of $250.000; and 
that he did missapply a certain 520,000 of said 
fands unlawfully avd willfally, without the au- 
thority of the Directors of the baok, or any other 
authocity. 

Tae second count ju the same indictment al- 
leges that Roed embezzled the above-mentioned 
sum of $20,000 with intent to defraud aod injure 
the bankiag institution. 

The bail under this indictment was fixed at 


THE SECOND INDICTMENT 
is also against Joseph Sampson Reed, and ai- 


leges that while he was Cashier, as above stated, 


and on the 22d of January, 1874, be unlawfully 
and wilifully misapplied $70,000 of the fands of 
the bank, with intent to defraud and injure 
the institution. ; 

The second count alleges that Reed misap- 
phed $63,891.65 by unlawfully loaning to him- 
self, individually, said sum withont any sutnor- 
ity. Isis alleged that the gross sum named was 
made up of accopnts under the following names 
“J. A. Reed 9779 9—ç—: tt . 88.84.32 
4% Jos. Sam. Reed „„en n. 
Moss & Co.“. . „e. eee ee 
And that Reed knew that the loan himself 
wae excessive aud unlawful. 

Another count asserts that Reed put upon the 
books an account for bis own porsonal and pri- 
vate expenses, and that it amounted to more 
than $3,000. All this of date Jan. 22, 1874 
And it is further alleged that as regarded the 
sum of $3,000, Reed ordered that it be carried 
on a memorandum as casu, and not put upon, the 
books at all. 

Anotaer count alleges that Reed embezzled 
$70,000 as of tue same date. 

Tbe bail under this indictment is also fixed at 


$500. 
SCAMMON AND REED. 

The third ind:otmeat—a joint one against 
Jonathan Young Scammon aud Joseph Sampson 
Reed—recites that the former was President of 
the Mechanics’ National Baok, and tbat Reed 
was its Cashier ; that they badin their charge 
moneys, funos, aud credita to the amonnt of 
$250,000 ; that on the 23d of January, 1874, the 
Bank was indebted in the amount of $179,000 to 
the diet: opolitau National Bank of New York ; 
that at the same time Scammon was pereonally 
indebted to the same bank in the sum of $15,- 
800, and. that was indebted as the 
maker of a note—and Scammon as its indorser 
to the same bank in the sum of 815,000; tbat at 
the same time Benjamin V. Page, who hdd 
heretofore been Vice-l resident of the Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank, was indebted as tne maker 
aud Seammon as che indorser of a note to the 
same bavk inthesum of $15,000. The total 
amount of the three promissory notes was 
$47,000, no pa:t of which the Mechanics’ Bank
